In attempting: to cut down the cost 


or meat and. get the greatest possible 
value out of each day's purchase, 
careful attention should'be given to 
the seeming waste parts of meat—the 
bone, fat and small portions which 
are usually thrown away. 


. Almost any meat bones can be used 


in soup making-, and if the meat is 
not all removed, from them, the soup 
will be better. In making soup from 
odds and ends of bones, in this way, 
it will be found a good plan to put 
half a teaspoonful of kitchen bouquet 
in the kettle,' to give the soup an ap- 
petizing: brown color. It comes 
in 


bottles for thirty-five cents, and one 
bottle will last about six 
months. 


The soup can be varied by adding 
different seasonings every time. One 
or two cloves give a rich flavor, a 
bay leaf, an onion, sliced celery seed, 
or plain celery tops all lend distinct 
tastes.
